Oddfellowship in America had its begin- 
ning as early as 1802 and 1806 and others after 
the War of 1812 but did not live long, until 
Thomas Wildley and John Welch called to- 
gether three other former members of the British 
Order in the City of Baltimore and organized 
the first Independent Order of Odd-Fellows on 
April 26th, 1819, and instituted Washington 
Pecue No, 1, I. O. O. F. 


Time and space will not allow us to give a 
complete history of Clearfield Lodge No. 198 
I.O.0.F. but we will endeavor to give you 
some of the important events that have trans- 
pired during the Century just passed. 


The record shows that on August 17th, 1846 
the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania granted to 
John L. Cuttle, a member of Mechanics Lodge 
No. 9 of Pittsburgh, Ashley M. Hills, Charles R. 
Foster, Daniel Livingston and William T. Gil 
bert, petitioners, a Charter to institute a lodge 
in Clearfield, Pa. 


On October 8th, 1846 in accordance with 
the authority vested in him, by the Grand Lodge 
of Pennsylvania, John Hamilton, District Deputy 
Grond Master of the Juniata-Mifflin District, to- 
gether with Joseph Sourbeck and Willis 
McCord arrived in Clearfield to perform the 
duties assigned to them by the Grand Lodge. 


“Let us reflect for a moment just what a 
journey of this kind meant one hundred years 
ago. No railroads, so the distance would 
naturally have to be covered by Stage Coach 
from Lewistown to Tyrone, then to Philipsburg

by another stage route, and then to Clearfield 
by still another stage or by horseback. At least 
a three day’s journey in those days, whereas 
same could be made in that many hours today.” 


On the afternoon of October 8th, 1846, the 
lodge was duly instituted and the officers 
selected to serve the lodge until the end of the 
term. 


The officers were: John L. Cuttle, Noble 
Grand; Charles M. Foster, Vice Grand; Ashley 
M. Hills, Secretary; Daniel Livingston, Assistant 
Secretary, and William T. Gilbert, Treasurer. 
This meeting was held in a Tavern operated 
by John Flegal, afterwards known as the Man- 
sion House, which stood on the corner of Sec- 
ond and Market Streets, where the modern 
Dimeling Hotel stands today. 





The evening meeting held on the same day 
six applications were received, duly elected 
and initiated and all degrees conferred upon 
them, thus making the Charter membership 
eleven. The names of the ones admitted at 
this meeting were: M. A. Frank, John Flegal, 
C. Harnish, William J. Hemphill, James T. 
Leonord and Benjamin Hartshorne. 


At meetings held regularly in the months 
following, Trustees were elected, By-Laws 
adopted and other important business trans- 
acted thereby laying the foundation upon 
which a structure has been built that has stood 
in the community of Clearfield as a monument 
for good, during the Century. 




















Our lodge has the distinction of being the 
first fraternal order in the County, and the par- 
ent of the lodges instituted later in Clearfield 


and neighboring counties. Some of these 
lodges are Brookville, Curwensville, and Pen- 
field still in existence, and many other lodges 
now non-existent. 


Our meeting places have been in the 
Tavern of John Flegal, thence to a room owned 
by R. Shaw, and from there to a building of 
O. B. Merrill (site of the Ritz Theatre), and thence 
to the Jas. B. Graham building on Second and 
Market Streets (corner occupied by the County 
National Bank), and in 1871 moved into another 
building owned by Jas. B. Graham, later pur- 
chased by A. M. Hills, the building we now 
own, purchased from the Hills Estate in 1898, 
two years after the death of Bro. A. M. Hills. 


Let us go back to the day of the birth of our 
Lodge, when the rooms were heated by a wood 
burning stove, tallow candles at 50c per lb. 
were used for lighting, and the quill pen used 
by these pioneers, who subscribed to the same 
rules and obligations we all have subscribed 
to, then to the time when kerosene, $1.62% a 
gal., was used for light, coal for fuel and the 
steel pen replaced the quill to the next period 
when steam heat was installed, gas lights and 
more modern furniture bought, to the present 
when we enjoy all the modern conveniences of 
the twentieth century and we can see that we 
have progressed with the times. 


We as a lodge have experienced four Wars 
during our existence and are sorry that records 
were not kept during the Civil and Spanish 
American Wars, that we will not be able to give 
you accurately the names of our members that 
should be on the Honor Roll, but we can proudly 
say that we have one member of the 1898 con- 
flict still living, Bro. William Jordan of 712 Turn- 
pike Ave., Clearfield, Pa. 


We present our Honor Rolls of World Wars 
I and II on pages 6 and 7. 


We are proud of the fact that our lodge 
records from the very beginning have been pre- 
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served almost intact and we are able to give 
the names of all the brothers who have served 
as Noble Grand from the day of our institution 
up to our present Noble Grand, R. Clair Hench- 
barger. We present our complete roll of Past 
Noble Grands on pages 15 and 16. 


We also wish to pay honor to the two out- 


standing founders of our lodge, who facing pub- 
lic opinion, which about this time was opposed 


to secret organizations, churches were not in 
favor and the wives were as a rule against their 
husbands holding membership, but not with- 
standing all the opposition went ahead with 
their plans until today we can proudly revere 
the names of John L. Cutle, who had previously 
taken the obligations of our order in his home 
lodge in Pittsburgh, and who served as our first 
Noble Grand and was active all through the 
42 years he held membership in our lodge. 


The other, Ashley M. Hills who also was 
a Charter member of our lodge and was active 
all through the years and made ii oesemale 
through his will for our lodge to acquire our 
present property. Bro. Hills died in 1896 just 
50 years after he had joined. (Our Rebekah 
lodge was named Lady Hills in honor of Bro. 
Hills.) 


Space will not permit us to mention any 
more names of those who helped us make it 
possible to exist all through the century as an 
organization but we are proud of the fact that, 
we are what we are, and endeavoring to fol- 
low out the teachings of our beloved order, that 
of Friendship, Love and Truth, and supporting 
every worthwhile movement outside of our 
lodge circle 


As we look back into the past we see that 
three generations have already come through 
our portals and our sincere hope is that many 
more will continue to keep up the good work of 
nursing the sick, relieving the distressed, bury- 
ing the dead and educating the orphans until 
time shall be no more.

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Synopsit of Clearfield 5 Growth 
With OF Lodge in 100 Years 


Clearfield is the oldest town, and the first 
borough, to be incorporated in the county. 
Although laid out in 1805, it was not incor- 
porated until April 21, 1840, when the Legis- 
lature, in an omnibus bill, resolved “That 
Clearfield Town, in the County of Clearfield, 
shall be and the same is hereby erected into 
a borough under the name and title of Clear- 
field Borough.” Its limits have been several 
times enlarged and extended, so that today 
it includes much additional territory, taken 
from Lawrence Township—and the borough 
of West Clearfield. 


An important Pennsylvania industrial 
and mining center, Clearfield is surrounded 
by productive farming communities. 


Chief industries of Clearfield include fire 
brick, sewer pipe, clay machinery, textiles, 
sole leather, school supplies, calendars, 
clothing, electronics and many others The 
leading source of agricultural revenue is 
dairy farming, with potato growing second 
ond poultry raising third. 


Clearfield has 2,400 homes, 75 per cent 
of which are owned by the occupants; 20 
miles of streets, the majority of which are 
paved; 40 miles of water mains; 16 miles of 
sewers and 12 miles of gas mains. 


Three railroads connect Clearfield with 
the rest of the nation. Three highways, U. S. 
Routes 322, and state highways 153 and 879 
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bring tourists from all sections of the United 
States. 


Points of interest in and around Clear- 
field include: 


Armory—built on a hill overlooking the 
borough, this modern structure is the head- 
quarters of the Pennsylvania State Guard, 
Clearfield unit. 


Churches—Clearfield has 15 churches, 
representing nine denominations. 


Clearfield Driving Park—Scene of the 
annual County and Industrial Exposition, the 
park is situated on the West Side and affords 
facilities for athletic events in all seasons of 
the year. 


Clearfield Memorial Hospital—Located 
on Turnpike avenue, is a two story hospital, 
containing 126 beds and the Swoope Mater- 
nity Unit, constructed in 1929 has accommo- 
dations for 30 patients. 


Fire Department—Four fire companies 
with 650 active volunteer members, give 
Clearfield adequate fire protection.
